Claims 1-5 and 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated 
by Herrmann et al., {WO 2000058260 or US 6,589,921}. 

Herrmann et al. disclose a composition of an active or functional organic 
compound solubilized in a phenylethyl ester. See compounds on column 20 of US 
6,589,921. 

Claims 1-5 and 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated 
by Trinh et al., {US 5,833,999}. 

Trinh et al. disclose a composition of an active or functional organic compound 
solubilized in a phenylethyl ester. See columns 4-6, tables 1 and 2.
